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The great physical problem of tortes* 
trial magnet ism has engaged the atteu-

tion of numerous physicists lately, and 
it is well known that several ingenious 
solutions of it have been propounded. 
Profs. Ayrton aud Perry, for example, 
conceived the happy thought that the 
earth was charged with static electrici­ 
ty, which, being carried round on the 
surface by the diurnal rotation, acted 
like a circulating current aud magnet­ 
ized the core, 
A severe blow was dealt 
to this hypothesis, however, by the 
mathematical criticism of Prof. Row­ 
land, who pointed out that the surface 
charge required wras competent to send 
a spark from earth to moon. 
A theory 
based upon the existence of electric 
current* flowing iii the atmosphere 
around the earth was 
promulgated 
later; aud now’, says Engineering, we 
have another supposition, wdiich has a 
better claim lo serious attention than 
any of the rest, because it is sup]>orted 
by direct experiment. 
Starting from 
the idea of M- Edluud that an electric 
current is really an ether current fiow* 
iug in the circuit, aud that electrostatic 
effects are due to rarefactions and con­ 
densations of the ether, M. Selim Lem- 
strom considered that he might produce 
this ether current by mechanical action. 
He therefore made a paper tube having 
two concentric walls and mounted on 
an axle. 
A core of soft iron was placed 
within the tube, and on rotating the 
latter the core was found to be magnet­ 
ic, as demonstrated bv two hue astatic 
needles. 
Reversing the rotation re­ 
versed the magnetic ]ioles; and M. 
Lemstrom concludes that the relative 
motion of the ether in the revolving 
tube and the stationary core w’as the 
cause of the polarity. 
It follows that if 
the tube be stationary and the core re­ 
volved a similar effect will be produced; 
aud hence if a magnetic buoy like tho 
earth be rapidly rotated round its axis 
in an insulating medium like the air, it 
will exhibit magnetism. 
Pursuing this 
idea into mathematics, M. I^emstrora 
arrives at an expression for the mag­ 
netic moment of the earth which agrees 
very well with the formula of Gauss.

According to the London Lancet it Ii 
• important to recognize that the only 
| virtues of water as used by the bather 
I are two—namely, its value as a eleans- 
i ing agent, and as a surface stimulant. 
In this last capacity it simply acts as a 
medium affecting tho temperature of 
the part to which it is applied, or which 
is immersed in it. 
Right views of fact 
iu reference to this m atter are impor­ 
tant, because there can be no question 
that some persons overrate the uses of 
cold water, and run considerable risks 
iii their pursuit of them. 
Every bene­ 
ficial action that can be exerted by a 
bath is secured by simply dipping iii 
the sea, or a very moderate allusion of 
cold water! Except in cases of hbfh 
fever, when it is desired to reduce tile 
heat of tile body by prolonged contact 
with cold, a bath of any considerable 
duration is likely to be injurious. 
Then, again, it is necessary to recog­ 
nize the risk of suddenly driving the 
blood from tho surface in upon the 
organs. 
The *• plunge,” or “ dip,” or 
“ shower,*’ or “ douche,” is intended 
to produce a momentary depression of 
the temperature of the surface iu the 
hope of occasioning a reaction which 
shall bring the blood back to the sur­ 
face with increased vigor, and almost 
instantly. 
If this return docs not take 
place; if, in a word, redness of the skin 
is not a very rapid consequence of the 
immersion, it is impossible that the 
bath can have been useful, and in nine 
cases out of ten when the surface is left 
white or cold it does harm. 
'The meas­ 
ure of value is the reduess which en­ 
sues promptly after the bath, and this 
reaction should be produced without 
the need of much friction, or the bath 
is uot worth taking. 
The rubbing em­ 
ployed to recover the circulation lost 
ny the bath would probably have done 
more good without it. 
Another effect of the bath when it 
acts properly is to stimulate the nerv­ 
ous system, through the vast series of 
its terminal libel’s which are distributed 
in the skim 
In this way also the action 
must be very rapid, or it is not effica­ 
cious. 
Unless the vigor of energy is 
quickly called out. the agent is useless; 
and if it produces either drowsiness or j 
depression it acts mischievously, and 
lowers the power it is intended to 
stimulate and augment.
